Btorjemasous now out of work, couUl be 
given employment if the council only or- 
ganized and make appropriationi available. 


The statement was, then Kiven out that 


in a local tailoring establishment orders 
were given that all union men leive the 
shop. Only one left, the others preferring 
to remain and renounce allegiance to their 
union. 


Delegates from tbe Faulkner's mills slrik- 
ers said that they do not think ihu mill 
people are holding oui for a reduction, but 
rather of their inability to dispose of the 
class ol goods that is being manufactured, 
or else because of some trouble In the man- 
agement.

John F. bheenan of Holyoke. president of 
the slate branch of ilic American Feder- 
ation of Labor, who offered to come here 
and organize all the trades of the city un- 
der tbe A. F. of L., at the expense of the 
Federation.

AS TO A POLICE COMMISSION 


REP. W. H. I. HAYES HAS A BILL 


DRAFTED 


To Give the Llcenie CbramlaMon Control 


of Police—He May Auk That the Govern- 
or Appoint the CommlnlOD. 
The local correspondent of the Boston 


Sunday Po«l has the following regarding 
a police commission. 


The question of tbe hour in Lowell Is 


that ol having a commission put in control 
of tbe police department to exercise all 
the authority now vested In the board of 
aldermen in regard to tliat department. 


Representative W. II. I. Hayes baa 


drafted a bill providing for sucb a commis- 
sion, or raiher for the extension of the 
powers of thn nrcscnt license commission, 
so aa to control tbe Colics department. 


The first question lo bo 
decided is 


whether the 
commission sbiill be 
ap- 


pointed by the governor or by the mayor of 
the city. 


Tl:ern is no extraordinary corruption or 


lawlessness in Lowell that 
woul-l call for 


.1 state police commission. .A movement 
for the appointmem of such a commission 
will be stubbornly opposed. 


The present commission, appointed by 


Miiyor Plckman, although vested with the 
license £rant'n? power, has no control 
over the police. 
li Hie present commission had power to 


control the police, it is asserted that there 
would be no "speak easies" in Lowell, 
therti would be no Sunday llqunr .selling, 
Lhdre wouiii be no police protection for 
any vice or corruption. 
A.t present the 


police hare to r-alcr to the police conimlt- 
tcf of the city council and Lo tbe friends 
tbfieoF, and It is quite reasonable that our 
chief would not jeopardize hia chances of 
election by rigorous enforcement of the 
laws to the great discomfiture, and perhaps 
loss or punishment, of some whom he 
recognizes as his superiors. 


It is not likely that the bill proposed by 


Mr. Uayes will be reaard^d as a partisan 
measure unless it provides that when the 
terms of the present commissioners expire 
the vacancies shall be filled by tbe gov- 
ernor.

ITor the Second Time. 


LONDON, Jan. SI. — A dispatch from 


Teheran, tbe capital ot Persia, states thai 
the town of Kuchan, In the province of 
Kkorusan, -whioti was destroyed by an 
earthquake 14 months ago, and which wan 
• uhsequeutly rebuilt, was again doatroyed 
by an earthquake shook on Thursday lasfc.

It is, or was, an import- 
ant place, being on tho rouco to Shivvan.

Senator Hill is also expected to stand 


out for his income tax amendment. The 
Nicaragua!! question still holds its place 
at the head of the calendar for considera- 
tion dally after 2 o'clock. Senator Morgan 
said yesterday that ho was still hopeful of 
securing a vote on thU bill before tho 
close of the week, but if there should bo 
many Interruptions ho may again be dis- 
appointed. 


Sonacor Turplo has the floor for a reply 


to Senator Morgan, and is expected to 
make one of his characteristic sueechcs. 
There will also be other addresses on this 
subject before tho vote is finally taken. 


Senator Cockroll expects to ask to have 


tho fortifications appropriation bill taken 
up as soon as tho urgent deficiency bill is 
out of the wny, and thinks there will bo

The friends of tho bankruptcy and tho

A ship has been sent to Hono- 
lulu, not because there has been any 
change of the policy of the administra- 
tion, and not because there seems to bo 
any imminent necessity for ita,presence 
there. 


"The vessel has been sent in precise ac- 


cordance with the policy of the adminis- 
tration in overy case of the kind, and from 
motives of extreme caution, and because 
there Is a possibility that disturbances 
may be renewed which may result In dan- 
ger to the persons or property of American 
citizens entitled to tho protection of the 
United States.

|400, and since then the Kochrlalo so- 
ciery has gone on increasing ii, member- 
ship, capital and turnover until in 18041 
it is in a position to vote $C, 000 to a hos- 
pital to celebrate its jubilee. From 1S4J 
onward numerous towns aud villages in 
the north of England followed tho ex- 
ample of the people of Rochdale and es- 
tablished co-operative stores, and as they 
succeeded in their enterprises they went 
into now lines. At first business was 
confined to groceries. Butchers' shops 
Tvero next added, and later on the socie- 
ties blanched out into dry goods, shoes, 
tailoring «md f.nrnitora until now it is 
possible to buy all the ordinary requi- 
sites of life at the stores of the existing 
societies. 


Until early in the sixties the mana- 


gers of each co-operativa store bought 
goods at wholesale in what they regard- 
ed as the best market, and thero was no 
national organization in which tho soci- 
eties were affiliated. 
In 1SG4 tho prin- 


ciple of co-operation was 
applied tc 


wholesale buying. 
The Co-operative 


Wholesale society was established, aud 
since then mo.-st of the societies havo 
dona their buying throngh this concern, 
which has its headquarters in Manches- 
ter and depots in all the large towns. 
This society was fully organized in ISGo. 
In that year its turnover amounted to 
$603,750, for 1S93 the sales auiouureil 
to more than $47,500,000, and now more 
than 1,000 societies, with 825,000 mem- 
bers, have subscribed to its capital. In 
1S44 theBochdale wearers were able to 
carry the purchases for their Etore in a 
wheelbarrow. 


Last year the Co-operative Wholesale 


society had a fleet of seven ocean going 
steamers of its own, exclusively used in 
bringing home 
its 
purchases from 


abroad. The society's agents are estab- 
lished in erery country which, has prod- 
ucts to sell., and in the case of dried 
fruits and similar goods it oiten bnys up

In all tho railway cc-nters, 
such as Crewe, Gloucester, Swiudou, 
Peterborough nii'A Doncaster, these socie- 
ties e:\ist, owin^' fo tho fact that in the 
first 30 years of the railway era the mo-!

ou t-hops at theso places wcro recruited } 
largely from tho north of England and 
brought the co-operative idea with thorn 
to their now settlements.

England cotton mills to ihe south, the fol- 
lowing statistics are of iniercsi: The south 
bad in 1SSO ISO cotion mills, with 650.000 
spindles anrt 14,300 looms: total capital in- 
vested was £21,900.000. 
By 1890 the num- 


ber of mills had increased to 254, with 
1.712,000spindles, 39,000 looms and $(il,- 
000.000 capital. Last soring a careful com- 
pilation showed 405 mills. 2.700.000 spin- 
dles, 62,000 looms and 597.000,000 capital 
says the Herald. 


At the present time 20 new mills are 


under 
construction or contract, 
while 


numerous old mills are adding new exten- 
sions and equipments. This new work- 
will cost $6,000.000, and with companies 
projected but not yet orcanized the South 
ID a few mouths will have nearly $106,- 
000,000, invested in cotton mills, against 
»61.000.000 In 1890, the last census. 


Southern mills in 1S50 consumed about 


one-quarter as much coLlon as New Eng- 
land mills. 
Last year they consumed 
nearly one-half aj mnch.

tbat of having a commission put in conirol 
ol the police de«artmeut to exercise all 
tho authority now vested in the board of 
aldermen in regard to tbat doparttnent.

drafted a bill providing for such a commis- 
sion, or rather for the extension of the 
powers of the present license commission, 
so as to control the police department. 


The 
first question to be 
decided Is 


whether the

pointed by the governor or by tbe mayor of 
the city. 


Thtre is no extraordinary corruption or 


lawlessness in Lowell that 
would call for 


a state police commission. 
A movement 


for tlie appointment of such a commission 
will be stubbornly opposed. 


The present commission, appointed by 


Mayor Pickman, although vested with the 
license granting power, has no control 
ovc.r the police. 


If tbe present commission had powor to 


control the police. It is asserted that there 
would 
be no "speak easies1' In Lowell, 


there would bo no Sunfiay liquor selllnjj, 
tbdrc would be no police protection for 
any vice or corruption. 
At 
present the 


police have to cuter to Lhe police- commit- 
tee of the city council and LO the friends 
thereof, and ii is quite reasonable that our 
chief would not jeopardize his chances of 
election by rigorous enforcement of the 
laws to the prcat discomfiture, and perhaps 
loss or punishment, of some whom ha 
recopnlzes as his superiors.

You err grievously in supposing that 


the imprisonment of a leader by a thor- 
oughly prejudiced and biased judge vrill 
defeat labor or any other kind of move- 
ment and cow other man who are bound 
to resist oppression and corporate tyran- 
ny. You may depend upon it that Debs' 
imprisonment will do more to advance 
tbe cau»3 espoused by him than anything 
else that might have happened. Tho one 
sided and, as I believe, thoroughly un- 
constitutional decision of Judge Woods 
will bo responsible for more results, both 
good and bad, than he may imagine.

the precision gained by years of experi- 
mental -work In physloa. 
A Frenchman 


has recently devised o photoohronojrrnph 
which comprises a metallic disk, turning 
freely on an.oils passing through Its cen- 
ter. 
Tho free end of a spring carries a 


needle point, which bears against the disk. 
This spring IB timed to give 600 vibrations 
per second. 
This rate la determined by 


timing the spring so that It vibrates be- 
tween Jcnown vibrations of 499 and 53S 
periods per second. 


Any want of extreme accuracy In tho 


determination of the Intermediate points ia 
not of great Importance, ng It can be shovm 
that tho difference only affects tha fifth 
place of decimals of a single second. OC 
course any variation In speed of the disk 
does not Influence the number of vibra- 
tions of the spring. 
By means of a mag- 


nesium light traces of tho path of tho 
spring are left upon a sensitive plate 
mounted upon tho disk, The apparatus is 
certainly not new in principle, bvit tiio ar- 
rangement Is one which has no" been de- 
scribee! in this particular form.—Philadel- 
phia Record.

Butchers' shops 
were next added, and later on the socie- 
ties branched out into dry goods, shoes, 
tailoring and furniture- until sow it is 
possible to buy all the ordinary requi- 
sites of life at the stores of the existing 
societies. 


Until early in the sixties the mana- 


gers of each co-operative store bought 
goods at wholesale in what they regard- 
ed as the best market, and there was no 
national organization in which the soci- 
eties were affiliated. 
In 1804 the prin- 


ciple of co-operation was applied to 
wholesale buying. 
The Co-operative 


Wholesale society was established, and 
since then most of the societies have 
done their buying through this concern, 
which has its headquarters in Manches- 
ter and depots in all the large towns. 
This society was fully organized in 18U5. 
In that year its turnover amounted to 
$603,750, for 1893 the sales amounted 
to more than $47,500,000, and now more 
than 1,000 societies, with 825,000mem- 
•bers, have subscribed to its capital. In 
1844 the Rochdale wearers were able to 
carry the purchases for their store in a 
•wheelbarrow. 


Last year the Co-operative "Wholesale 


society bad a fleet of seven ocean going 
steamers of its own, exclusively used in 
bringing home its purchases from 
abroad. The society's agents are estab- 
lished in every country which has prod- 
ucts to sell, and in the case of dried 
frnitsand similar goods it often bnysnp 
the produce of an island or o£ an entire 
fruit growing district. Among British 


Members of tho co-operative societies 


are almost exclusively of the working 
classes and comprise tho pick of the in 
dustrial population of England

movement originated and has been work- 
ed entirely by men of this class. Income 
places tho stores almost mouopoli/.o tlie 
trade of the working class population.

on shops at these places were recruited 
largely from the north of England and 
brought the co-operativo idea with them 
to their new settlements.

The program as arranged for tho week 


may be subject to change, in case Air. 
Springer, chairman of Che committee on 
banking and currency, decides before tho 
end of the week to bring forward his new 
measure. Ho has been In constant con- 
sultation with Secretary Carlisle for the 
past week, and is very sanguine that cou- 
cesaions can bo made to tho silver men 
which will induce them to withdraw their 
opposition. 


Yesterday he expressed the opinion that 


he would bring forward the modified bill 
this week, and that it will bo passad. This 
opinion, however, is not generally shared 
by the Democratic loaders of the house, 
most of whom do not hesitate to say that 
they believe all hope of currency legisla- 
tion at this session is dead.

"When the senate adjourned Saturday, 


the senate's attitude toward Hawaii, tho 
proposed recession from the senate amend- 
ments to the income tax appropriation 
and the Nicaragua bill, all occupied in 
difforent ways, technically considered, tho 
position of unfinished business. 


The income tax question will have the 


right of way by virtue of Its being a part 
of an appropriation bill. The Hawaiian 
question will in all probability be consid- 
ered at once, if not crowded out by the do- 
bate on the income tax. Thero are known 
to be several senators, most, if not all, on 
the Republican side, anxious to express 
their views on the Hawaiian problem, and, 
judging from their private expressions, 
tho remarks to be made will, In somo in- 
stances, bo very pointed. 


Senator Hill is also expected to stand 


out for his incomo tax amendment. The 
NIcaraguan question still holds Its place 
at £he head of the calendar for considera- 
tion dally after 2 o'clock. Senator Morgan 
said yesterday that he was still hopeful of 
securing a vote on this bill before the 
close of the week, but If there ohould be 
many Interruptions he may again bo dis- 
appointed. 


Senator Turple has the floor for a reply 


to Senator Morgan, and is expected to 
make one of his characteristic- speeches. 
There will also be other addresses on this 
subject before the vote is finally taken. 


Senator Cookrell expects to ask to have 


the fortifications appropriation bill taken 
up as soon as the urgent deficiency bill is 
out of tho way, and thinks there will bo 
no difficulty In getting It through during 
the week. 


Tho friends of the bankruptcy and the 


territorial' admission bills are growing 
anxious concerning tho fate of these meas- 
ures, and are beginning to bo apprehen- 
sive that time may not be left for their 
consideration If the Nicaragua bill be not 
soon disposed of. 


The present prospect IB against a revival 


of the financial currency question during 
the week, but; much will depend upon tho 
aotioii of the committee on finance at its 
meeting tomorrow, and also upon the atti- 
tude of the house of representatives. 


President Talks About Hawaii. 


In conversation last evening President 


Cleveland said: 


"No information has been received 


which indicated that anything will happen 
In Hawaii making tho presence of one of 
our naval vessels necessary, unless we are 
prepared to enter upon a policy and course 
of conduct vlolatlve nf our rule of inter- 
national law and utterly unjustifiable. 


"All who take any interest in the ques- 


tion should keep In view the fact that Ha- 
waii is entirely Independent of us, and 
that in its relations to us it is a foreign 
country. A ship has been sent to Hono- 
lulu, not because there has been any 
change of the policy of the administra- 
tion, and not because there seems to bo 
any imminent necessity for its presence 
in ore. 


"The vessel has been sent in precise ac- 


cordance with the policy oJ the adminis- 
tration iu overy cose of the kind, and from 
motives of extreme .caution, and bccnuso 
there Is a possibility that disturbances 
may be renewed which may result in daa- 
gor to the pursons or property of American 
citizens entitled to the protection of the 
United States. This courso was at once 
determined upon as soon as information 
reached the government of the recent re- 
volt"

Persian. Town of Kuchan J.s Destroyed 


For the Second Time. 


LONDON, Jan. 31. — A dispatch from 


Teheran, the capital of Persia, states that 
the town, of Kuchftu. In the province of 
Ivhorasan, which was destroyed by an 
earthquake 14 months ago, and which wafl 
subsequently rebuilt, was again destroyed 
by an earthquake shook on Thursday last. 


There was, as on the previous occasion, 


great loss of life. 
One hundred women 


Who were In a bath houso were crushed to 
death by the falling building. The weather 
Is intensely cold, and this Increases tho 
sufferings of tho survivors whose houses 
were destroyed. 


Tho dispatch adds that four distinct 


shocks woro folt at Meshed within three 
days. None of these shocks, however, was 
of sufficient strength to do any damage. 


ICuchan lios at the foot of the Shah- Ja- 


han-Kuh, a mountain ll.OQQ foot In height. 
The town, which is about 80 miles north- 
west of Meshed, Is 3800 feet above tho 
level of tho sea. It Is, or was, an import- 
ant place, being on the route to Shirvan. 


The population prior to the earthquake 


of Nov. 17, 1693, which destroyed ovcry 
house in the place, was between 20,000 and 
25,000. The official report of tho disaster 
placed the number of persons killed at 
12,000. 
Fifty thousand head of catllo 


perished In tho valley, at the hsad ul 
which Kuchan is situated. From Nov. 17 
to Nov. 2-i them were 100 distinct shocks. 
It was the first shock that destroyed tho 
town.

They were kept back at the point j 
of tho bayonet, and desisted from, their 
demonstrations. 


The strlkors continue to tear down and 


cut the olectrlo wires. 
A Vandorbilt 


avenue car bocamo derailed at noon yea- 
tcrtlny. A largo crowd of disorderly char- 
acters smashed the windows with stones. 


A car of the Bergen street lino became 


stalled on account 
of some defect of 


mechanism in front of two empty lots be- 
tween Classon and" Grand avenues. This 
caused the stopping of three other cars. 
At tha back of the lots is a 15-foot bluft. 
The crowd gathered there and threw 
ataitaa at the oars, damoliahlna everr Dana 


of glass. The police charged, but the men 
made a determined stand, being lad by a 
man named Gallagher. He wcia placed 
under arrest by OJBcer Staats. The strik- 
ers attempted a rescue, but two policemen 
went to Stuats1 assistance and marched 
tho prisoner off. Several of the policemen 
were cue by flying stonos and pieces of 
brick, but none suriously. Tho neighbor- 
hood is now patrolled by a strong force of 
police. In tills instance cooking utensils 
and other household goods were hurled at 
tho police from tho windows of houses 
aud boiling water was thrown from tho 
uppur floors. Tho police are investigating 
the matter. 


Police Powerless. 


Tho presence of the military caused an 


enormous crowd to gather around tho 
Bush street carhou.se of tlio Couro street 
lints. Tho strikers were orderly enough 
until a green mo tor man. became mixed up 
in a switch. He could not extricate his 
car and tho crowd gathered nround him 
and guyed him. Another car approaching 
the city had run through tho crowd and 
hui'D two men and a woman, who wore 
taken away by strikers, and their names 
could not bo obtained. The crowd began 
to throw stonos at the car and smashed 
every window in It. The police charged, 
but were powerless to move tho men, and 
one of tho blue coats was hit on tho head 
with a atone. 


The lino was blocked for half an hour. 


Great excitement ensued and volleys were 
thrown at the motorujan and tho police 
from the windows in houses on Court 
street. Tho police reserves were called 
out and the crowd was dispersed in several 
directions. The soldiers hod to charge 
the crowd around tho stable three times, 
but no one was Injured. 


At the Alabama stablos of the Fulton 


street line of tho Brooklyn Railroad com- 
pany, the scene of the furious conflict 
Saturday night between the militia uiid 
strikers, there was a mob of 4000 yester- 
day. The military kept them woli back 
fraiii the railroad tracks, which were ob- 
structed <rom time to time -with ash bar- 
rels and old Iron staves. Ten cars were 
running. 
$ 


At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon two 


cars were star tod from tho depot and got 
03 far as Summers street, where they were 
stopped by a pile of building materials 
placed upon the track for a distance of 260 
feet. 


At 'A p. m. u. Suinner avenue car woa 


attacked by a mob and Police Captain 
French was struck in the face with a 
brick. 


Two Men StaVbed. 


A serloua clash occurred at 10 o'clock 


last night between the soldiers and the 
strikers at the car stables of the Atlantic 
Avenue company at Twenty-fourth street 
and Fifth avenue. Some strikers repre- 
senting 
themselves as newspaper men 


passed the picket line and were looking up 
the non-union men in the stables, when ic 
was 
discovered that they were frauds. 


They were escorted back into the crowd. 
This led to a clash, and the strikers 
charged the soldiers on guard. One of the 
strikers fired a shot inco the ranks of the 
soldiers, who returned the attack with re- 
newed energy. Two men were stabbed in 
the charge. 


More Troops Ordered Oat. 


The First brigade, National Guards, state 


of New York, including all troops, in- 
fantry, artillery, cavalry and signal corps, 
are ordered under arms. 
The man ore 


.awaiting word from Albany to proceed to 
Brooklyn. General Louis Fitzgerald Is in 
command.

The Strikers* Manifesto. 


The executive committee of the strikers, 


after a lengthy meeting in Mugge'sball, 
gave out the following statement last 
nlffhb: 


Citizens—Seven lays since, the employes of 


the Brooklyn trolluy lines were driven from, 
their posts by aoiUlesH corporntionH because 
they woro hiiman lyings and unable to work 
anothur year tuidor tho terriblu strain put 
upon them by bolnpr compelled to run trolley 
cars through crowded streets at H hiph riite of 
speed for 14 hours aa a day's work, whereas 
they had ei-ntruated only tor 10 hours. 
£ 


^Ve offered to continue our contracts with 


our master.* for another year at tho samo 
Wiijjes if we were [niarauteod against more 
than 10 houra' work. The companies refused. 
All our offers to arbitrate were rejected. The 
corporations are determined to maintain their 
arbitrary sway. Since -we WBTCJ coniifclli-'d to 
go out, local newspapers, subsidized "*y trac- 
tion stock issued by a foreign corporation in 
ordor to swindle tho state out oE taxes, have 
peryistoutly misrepresented our position and 
exaggerated every offense committed in our 
name. They have terrorized tho community 
with fabricated accidents, with accounts of 
violence, and have failed to state that whero 
such acts were committed, it was at the insti- 
gation of tho companies' agents to thus seek to 
discredit our ciiuae. 


Miserable creatures have been recruited 


from the outcaats of other communities upon 
promise to pay thum 50 per cent more -wagea 
than we over received. 


Tho earn are not yet running, in Bpite of 


military and polico, not because of our vio- 
lence, but because the companies cannot peb 
skilled labor to work for thum upon their 
terms as to what shall constitute a day's work. 


The companies' officers do not want to oper- 


ate their road-3 aa long as they can hoodwink 
the mayor and the public. If they did, uvpry 
wheel, without the help of polioa or military, 
would he running in one houv. The vrliola 
strike, heartless as it is, ia caused by those- who 
wish to depreoiute thi» stock of the companies 
held by outsiders. When tlio traction stock 
gat low enough it will be baughb by those on 
the insidu. Then tho roads will "begin to ruu 
again. 


You and we are made to suffor want that u 


few may grow rich. Thus it has ever been, 
when unconscionable thieves, stock diluters, 
widow and orphan robbers seek to peC control 
of a valuable property cheaply. Today we aro 
their sacrifice; tomorrow it will be others. In 
the spirit of pence and brotherly love, wo ap- 
peal to you citizens and taxpayers of Brooklyn.

present the 


police have to cater to tbo police commll- 
lee of the city council and to the friends

punishment, of some whom he 


recognizes as his superiors.

The -working people of P.ochdulc.Lan- 


eashire, England, have jnst celebrated 
the jubilee of tho co-operative move- 
ment The principal fcatnro was a do- 
cation of $5,000 to tho Rochdale infirm- 
ary. This sain was voted to tbo hospital 
by the Equitable Pioneer society, the 
co-operative organization which VTJVS 
Etsrted in December, 184-1, and tho ex- 
ample and influence of which havo 
•wholly transformed retail trnilo in hun- 
dreds of towns iri industrial England. 
The Pioneer society Was established by 
some weavers, whose joint capital 
amounted to $140. There- are now in 
England more than 1,700 co-operative 


tivo society as a board of directors does 
for a joint stock association. 


It is open to any one to make pur- 


chases at tho stores. Prices are the sains 
to members and uonineinbers, and there 
is absolutely uo credit. Trade at tho co- 
operativo stores differs from trade in or- 
dinary stores iu this, that for every 
penny spent at tho co-operative stores 
checks iro Riven to purchasers. At tho 
end of rlio quarter n dividend is declared 
at BO much in tho pound on tho pur- 
chases. .Members then hand in their 
checks and either draw their dividend 
or allow it to accriio to their credit. In 
the latter case interest is paid on tho 


societies,with 1,300,000 members. Their ' m?u°y- Anally at thoratoof 5 per cent, 
aggregate capital amounts to $90,000,- 
000, the anunal turnover to about $250, - 
000,000 and profits to nearly $23,SOo'- 
000 a year. 


The movement began in a very small 


way. The 28 weavers who started it half 
n century ago had no idea that they 
were going to bring about a revolution 
in any department of English trade or 
be the pioneers in a farreaching social 
movement They were merely dissatis- 
fied with the groceries they obtained at 
the ordinary stores and the prices they 
were compelled to pay for them, and 
they determined to try to supply thoru- 
fielves on a co-operative plan. Somo of 
them were in debt, and with all of them 
a great effort was needed to save tho 
little ready njgaoy which was necessary 
to start the now storo. 


When each of them had contributed 
|5 to tho undertaking, n start was made. 
One of the weavers went to Manchester 
and bought at wholesale rates barrels of 
flonr, sugar, butter nncl ontmeaL Each 
of the 38 subscribers bought his weekly 
supplies from tho little store. He paid 
cash at tho price current in tho neigh- 
borhood, with the result that when a 
clearance had been made anci a balanco 


with a limit, however, 011 tho sain which 
can bo placed to tho credit of any on 
member. Thus, if the dividend is at thi 
rato of half a crown on tho pound, a 
family whoso trading for the quartet 
amounted to £12 will havo SO shilling 
standing to their credit. Noutuembers 
receive a dividend on their purchases 
but not at tho Bnino rate as members 
Usually there is a difference of about 25 
pur cent in the dividend payable to mem 
bers and noumombcrs. 


In connection with most of the co 


operative societies, reading rooms nre 
maintained which are free to members. 
Thore aro also halls for social and edu 
cational purposes iu the smaller towns. 
Frequently these aro the only halls so 
available. In many of tho large towns 
the societies spend liberal sums on edu- 
cation. They organize free lectures aut 
often pay the fees of their members or 
the children of their members who care 
to attend the evening .schools and tech- 
nical classes. Although no credit is al- 
lowed at tho stores, in times of excep- 
tional distress tho societies often make 
liberal grants to funds. Many of the 
more important societies have large and 
carefully selected libraries and led the 
way in establishing lending libraries for 


. equal success, and before tho 


co-operative idea had been tried many 
weeks it was found necessary to hire n 
room and give the store an established 
and permanent character. A room was 
taken for which a rent of §50 was paid. 


Up to this time the co-operators had 


met when the supplies from Manchester 
arrived and taken their shares away 
•with them. fWhen the permanent storo 
was opened, another plan was adopted. 
The store was open in the evenings only, 
and after the weavers had finished work 
at the factories they took turns in act 
ing as salesmen. This plan was contin- 
ued until business had developed to Sud-

and with equal success, and bcfnra tho 
m?.1PnI councils embarked ou this work. 
Members of the co-operative societies 


are almost exclusively of the working 
classes and comprise the pick of tho iu 
dustrial population of England. The 
movement originated and has been work- 
ed entirely by men of this class. In some 
places the stores almost monopolize the 
trade of the working class population. 
Only those who want credit deal else- 
where. In towns where this is tho case 
the ordinary tradesman seldom gets n 
working class cash customer. He has to 
rely on people of greater social preten- 
sions. 


Americans iu provincial England of- 


ten, remark on tho comparatively small 
amount of advertising done by trades- 
men. There is little of tho spirited ad- 
vertising which characterizes tradesmen 
in American cities. One reason for this 
is that no amount of advertising would 
ever draw the working class cash trade 
to ordinary tradesmen doing business in 
a town where a co-oporative society has 


permanent manager and two or three as- 
sistants. It was not long before this 
stage was reached. At the end of the 
second year the membership had increas- 
ed from 28 to 74, the capital stood at 
$900, and there waa a profit for the year 
of|J60. This was in 184B. 


In 1846 |360 was divided; in 184 , 


$400, and since then the Eochdale so- 
ciety has gone on increasing in member- 
ship, capital and turnover until in 1894 
it is in a position to vote S3,000 to a hos- 
pital to celebrate its jubilea From 184-1 
onward nnmercrag towns and villages in 
the north of England followed tho ex- 
ample of the people of Eochdcle nnd es- 
tablished co-operative stores, and as they 
succeeded in their enterprises Uiey went 
into new lines. At first business was 
confined to groceries. Butchers' shops 
were nest added, and later on the socie- 
ties branched out into dry goods, shoes, 
tailoring and furniture until HOW it is 
possible to buy all the ordinary requi- 
sites of life at the stores of the existing 
societies. 


Until early in the sixties the mana- 


gers of each co-operative store bought 
goods at wholesale in what they regard- 
ed as the best market, and there was no 
national organization in which the soci- 
e:ies were affiliated. In 1864 the prin- 
ciple of co-operation was applied to 
wholesale buying. The Co-operative 
Wholesale society was established, and 
since then most of the societies have 
done their buying through this concern, 
•which has its headquarters in Manches- 
ter and depoto in all the large towns. 
This society was fully organized in 18(io. 
In that year its turnover amounted to 
$603,750, for 1S9S the sales amounted 
to more than $4 7,500,000, and now more 
than 1,000 societies, with 825,000mem- 
bers, have subscribed to its capital. In 
1844 the Eochdale weavers were able to' 
carry the purchases for their store in a 
wheelbarrow.

Last year the Co-operative Wholesalo'

abroad. The society's agents are estab- 
lished in erery country which has prod- 
ucts to sell, and in the case of dried 
fruits and similar goods it often buys up 
the produce of an island or of an entire 
fruit growing district Among British 


a strong hold. Every penny a working 
class customer has to spend goes, if pos- 
sible, to the co-operatve store, to be rep- 
resented in the pilo of checks which he 
la accumulating for dividend day. Mem- 
bers will often walk a mile and pass a 
dozen good shops in order to mako a sii 
penny purchase,- at the society's store. 
As has been stated, the invariable rule 
is money down on tho counter for every 
purchase, and the rulo is almost as gen- 
eral that purchasers shall carry tho goods 
home, no matter what their weight. 


A map of England showing the loca- 


tion of the 1,700 co-operativo stores 
would present some ourious features. It 
would show that most of them are in 
the north and midland. Hero and there 
outside those sections there aro isolated 
societies, but these have usually been 
started by people from tho north, who 
have settled in fairly largo numbers in 
these places. In all tho railway centers, 
such as Crewe, Gloucester, Swiudon, 
Peterborough and Doncaster, thoso socie- 
ties exist, owing to the fact that in tha 
first 30 years of the railway era the me- 
chanics in tho locomotive, car and wag- 
on shops at these places were recruited 
largely from the north of England and 
brought the co-operative idea with them 
to their new settlements. 


Tho one place where the co-operative 


movement has never thrived among 
workiiigmen is London. If a map of the 
kind suggested were made, the area, 
comprised in the metropolis would be 
comparatively a blank, almost as much 
a blank as the purely..agricultural coun- 
ties of England. London working people 
are not too poor, butT'%ere is no neigh- 
borliness among tijom. 'In working class 
London the movement has been tried in 
only two or three districts, and there the 
measure of success has been small.— 
London Cor. Pittsburg Dispatch.

out for Ills income tax amendment. 
The 


Nlcaroguan question still holds Its place 
at the head ot the calendar for considera- 
tion doily after 2 o'clock. Senator Morgan 
said yesterday that he was still iopeful of 
securing a vote on this bill before the 
close of the week, but If there should bo 
many interruptions ho may again be dis- 
appointed. 


Senator Turpie has the floor for a reply 


to Senator Morgan, and is expected to 
make one of his characteristic soeeches. 
There will alao be other addresses on this 
subject before the vote is finally taken. 


Senator Cookrell expects to ask to have 


Hie fortifications appropriation bill taken 
up as soon as the urgent deficiency bill Is 
out of tho way, and thinks there will be 
no difficulty in getting It through during 
the week. 


The Mends of tho bankruptcy and the

prepared to enter upon a policy and course 
of conduct violatlve of our rule of inter- 
national law and utterly unjustifiable. 


"All who take any Interest in the ques- 


tion should keep In view the fact that Hi> 
waii Is entirely independent of us, and 
that in Its relations to UB It is a foreign 
country. A ship has been sent to Hono- 
lulu, not because there has been any 
change of the policy of the administra- 
tion, and not because there seems to be 
any imminent necessity for its presence 
ihere. 


"The vessel has been sent In precise ac- 


cordance with the policy of the adminis- 
tration iu every case of the kind, and from 
motives of extreme caution, and because 
there is a possibility that disturbances 
may be renewed which may resulb in dan- 
ger to the peraoui or property of American 
citizens entitled to the protection of the 
United States. This course was at once 
determined upon as soon as information 
reached the government of tho recent re- 
volt"

Persian T.w» or KncLan Is Dutroyed 


For the Second Time. 


LONDON, Jan. 21. — A dispatch Worn 


Teheran, the capital o£ Persia, states that 
tha town of Kuchan, in tho provlnc* of 
Khorasan, whloh was destroyed by an 
earthquake 14 months ago, and whioh was 
subsequently rebuilt, was again destroyed 
by an earthquake shook on Thursday lust. 


Thore was, as on the previous occasion, 


greab loss of life. 
One hundred women 


who wore iu a bathhouso wore crushed to 
death by the falling building. The weather 
is Intensely cold, and this increases the 
sufferings of tho survivors whoso houses 
were destroyed. 


Tha dispatch adds thab four dlsblnct 


shocks were felt at Meshed within three 
days. None of these shocks, however, was 
of sufficient strength to do any damogo. 


Kuchan lies at the toot of tho Shah- Ja- 


hnn-Kuh, a mountain 11,000feet In height 
Tlia town, whloh Is about 80 miles norbh- 
west of Meshed, is 6300 feet above tho 
level of the sea. It is, or was, au import- 
ant place, being on tha routo to Shlrvan. 


The population prior to the earthquake 


of Nov. 17, 18U3, which destroyed every 
hduso in the place, was between 00,000 nnd 
26,000. The official report of the disaster 
pliicad the number of persons killed at 
12,000. 
Fifty thousand head of cattle 


perished in the valley, at the hsrvd o[ 
whioh Kuchan is situated. From Nov. 17 
to Nov. E4 there were 160 distinct shocks. 
It was the flrsc. ihock that destroyed the 
town.

BROOKLYN STRIKE 


The Situation Is Gradually 


Growing: Worse. 


THE TROOPS ORD1CRBD OUT TO 


QUELL DISTUKJBAN'CKS. 


Strikers1 Side of the, Case Uivea to 


the Public. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. SI.—There hna been no 


olmnge In the condition of affairs in tho 
Brooklyn trolley strike. No ne.w lines 
have boon opened, ns President Lewis 
promised they -would. 
Superintendent 


Campbell said yosterday that ho htid re- 
ceived no official notice from the railroad 
cpmpanlca that thoy were about to open 
now lines, consequently the police wero 
not notified by him to do so, 


On Bergen, street, -where there was a 


great deal of disturbance on Saturday, 
iiino cars were running yesterday morn- 
iny, and both along the line and at the 
Btftbles of the company everything was 
very quiet. At the stables two companies 
of the Thirteenth regiment were guarding 
the property of the companj. 


From midnight Saturday night there 


•were i-he usual number oC minor disturb- 
ances likely to occur nt such a time. 
A 


crowd on the corner of Fifth avenue nnd 
Twenty-fourth, street grew so bolaterous 
that tho militia stationed at that point 
wero compelled to charge upon them and I 
drive them away. 
I 


About 3 o'oloclt yesterday mornlnp a 


mob of strikers numbering 800 wore sup- 
plied with drums, with whioh they iiindo 
the night hideous as cLoy marched around. 
They filed by tho militiamen and jeered 
them, but oa the soldiers paid no attention 
to tho abuse, the strikers soon grew tired 
^ond. disappeared. 


An effort was made by tha strikers to 


coarce the men who were ac work on the 
Second avenue lino into joining the ranks 
of the Knights of Labor. 
Considerable 


excitement was caused in the neighbor- 
hood by tho violence displayed by the 
strikers. 


Would-Bo Pikoeeneora Intimidated. 


Although a number of cars are running 


on the various lines which are open, a 
noticeable fu tit lire of thu day was the com- 
paratively fow passangers who patronized ' 
tho cars of tho railroad companies. Iti was 
evidently considered too great a risk to ' 
rltlo In them by tho traveling public. 
I 


Thero was a great dual o£ excitement In 


the neighborhood of tho Eolsoy street 
stables of the Putnam avunue lino when 
a large crowd of riotous scrlkerg began to 
force back the soldiers defending tho 
stables. They were kept back at the point 
of the bayonet, and desisted from their 
demonstrations. 


The strikers continue to tear down and 


cut the olootrlc wires. 
A Yanderbilt 


aveuue car bocamo derailed at noon yes- 
terday. A large crowd of disorderly char- 
acters smashed thu windows with stones. 


A cor of the Bergen straet Hue became 


stalled on account 
of somo defect of 


mechanism In front of two empty lots be- 
tween CLasson and Grand avenues. This 
caused the stopping of three other cars. 
At the back of the lots is a 16-foot bluff. 
The crowd gathered there and throw 
atonaa at tho oars. domolithLoa evezr Dane 


of glass. The poUco charged, but the rncn 
xiiuclo a determined stand, bainp led by a 
man named Gallagher. He was placed 
under arrest by Officer Sbanta. Tho strik- 
ers attempted aroscuo, but two policemen 
•wont to Scaats' assistance- and marched 
the prisoner oil. Several of the policemen 
were cut by flying stones and pieces of 
brick, but none seriously. The neighbor- 
hood is now patrolled by a strong force of 
police. In this instance cooking utensils 
and other household goods were hurled at 
the police from tho windows of houses 
and boiling water was thrown from cho 
uppur floors. Tho police are Investigating 
the matter. 
Folioo Powerless. 


The presence of tho military caused an 


enormous crowd to gather around the 
Bush street curhouso of tho Court street 
lino. The strikers were orderly enough 
until a green motonnan became mixed up 
In a switch. He could not extricate his 
car and tho crowd gathered tiround him 
and guyed him. Another car approaching 
tho oity had run through the crowd aud 
hurt two men and. a woman, who were 
takcu away by strikers, and their names 
could not bo obtained. Tho crowd began 
to throw stones at tlio car and smashed 
every window in It. Tho pollco charged, 
but wore powerless to move the men, and 
oiiu of tho blue coats was hit on tho head 
with a stone. 


Tho lino was blocked for half an hour. 


Great excitement ensued and volleys were 
thrown at the- motoruyan and the police 
from i;he windows in houses on Court 
street. The police reserves were called 
out and the crowd was dispersed in several 
directions. The soldiers had to charga 
tho crowd around tho stable three times, 
but no one was injured. 


At the Alabama stables of the Fulton 


street line of tho Brooklyn Railroad com- 
pany, the scene of the furious conflict 
Saturday night between the militia and 
strikers, there was a mob of 4000 yester- 
day. The military kept them well back 
froii* the railroad tracks, which were ob- 
structed <rom time to time with ash bar- 
rels and old Iron staves, Ton cars were 
running. 


At 2 o'olook yesterday aftornoon two 


cars woro started from tho depot and got 
as far as Summers street, where they were 
stopped by a pllo of building materials 
placed upoa tho track for a distance of 250 
feet. 


At a p. in. a Sumnor iveiiue cor was 


attacked by a mob and Police Captain 
French was struck in the face with a 
brick. 


Tvra Men StaVbed. 


A serioua clash occurred ab 10 o'clock 


last night between the soldiers and the 
strikers at the car stables oE the Atlantic 
Avenue company at Twenty-fourth street 
nnd Fifth avenue. 
Some strikers repre- 


senting themselves as . newspaper rntm 
passed the picket line and were looking- up 
the non-union men in the etables, when ic 
was discovered that they wore frauds. 
They were escorted back into the crowd. 
This led to a clash, and the strikers 
charged the soldiers on guard. One of the 
strikers fired a shot into tho ranks of the 
soldiers, who returned the attack with re- 
newed energy. Two men were stabbed In 
the charge. 


More Troops Ordered Oat.

The Strikers' Manifesto. 


The executive committee of the striker*, 


after a lengthy meoGlng in Muggo'3 hall, 
gave out the following statement last 


Citizens—Seven day9 since, the employes of 


tbe Brooklyn trollriy lines were driven from 
their posts by soulless corporations because 
they were human beings and unable to work 
another year nndor the ton-ibis strain put 
upon them by beiu^ compelled to run. trolley 
cars through crowded streets at a high rate- of 
speed for 14 houra iia a day's worlt, where us 
they had contracted only for 10 houra. 


We offered to continue onr contracts with 


our masters for another year aC thu same 
wages if we were guaranteed against more 
than 10 hours' work. The companies refused. 
All our offers to nrbitrace were rejected. Tho 
corporations aru determined to Ynaliittv'n their 
arbitrary sway. Since we woru com jelled to 
go out, locul newspapers, Bubsidlzc-d TV trac- 
tion stock issued by a foreign corporation in 
order to swindle the state out of taxes, havu 
persistently misrepresented our position and 
exaggerated every offense committed in our 
name. Thoy have terrorized the community 
with fabricated accidents, with, accounts of 
violence, and have failed to state that where 
such acta were committed, it was at the insti- 
gation of the companies' agents to thus seek to 
discredit our causi.
